Rockford, 
the latest addition to the league, has 
a population of 45,000. while Green 
Bay and Madison have 22,854 and 
24.301 respectively.

for a week. 
Umpire and Salaries. 
In order to insure good sportsman­ 
ship on a baseball diamond the um­ 
pire must make the men of 
both 
1 teams .feel his powrer, and should, un- 
• der no circumstances hesitate to exert 
i it. 
In his ability to 
control 
the 
j game lies the key to a 
successful 
season. 
Without a doubt every team in the 
league exceeded the salary limit. 
Is 
that profitable? Here is the problem. 
The stronger cities can afford to pay 
big salaries, where the weaker teams 
have to struggle along and do the 
j best they can under such irritating 
] circumstances. 
Th? team with the 
! most money is the one that has the 
I best chance to w’in the pennant. This 
makes the contest one-sided; 
with 
a uniform salary list competition will 
then be clean and the pennant race 
will doubtless be one that wi^l stir 
up interest. 
Already the baseball “politicians 
are getting busy, and various 
re­ 
ports are being circulated in regard 
to this or that team when no accu­ 
rate idea of their financial standing 
is known.

31, and it is now said 
that no new agreement will be en­ 
tered into, but that the railroad com­ 
pany will assume 
active 
m a n ag e­ 
ment of the 
commercial 
business 
handled over its lines. 
This practice will be in line with 
other roads throughout the country, 
and in every case the departure has 
proven a paying one. 
Tendency Among Roads. 
Both the Northern Pacific and the 
Great Northern roads operate their 
o w n express companies, and several 
of the roads throughout the country 
have adopted the practice of handling 
a ll commercial 
telegraph 
business 
o v e r their own lines. 
At the commencement of the Paci­ 
fic coast business of the 
Chicago, 
M ilw a u k e e & St. Paul road the com­ 
pany started handling 
its 
express 
b u sin e ss through what is known as 
the Continental 
Express 
company. 
The commercial telegraph business 
a ls o was handled by 
the

over Its own lines.

per Mississippi River 
Improvement 
association a big working convention 
that will do things. 
l>a Crosse will send a good delega­ 
tion of representative men as it has 
in past years and they will doubtless 
take a prominent part in the proceed­ 
ings. Mayor Anderson will this week 
appoint three members of the noun 
cil to attend. 
From St. aul to St. 
Louis river tomns are taking similar 
action and the enthusiasm that prom­ 
ises to be manifest augurs for the 
success of the big 
gathering 
and 
forecasts substantial increase in the 
present congressional 
appropriation 
of river improvement. 
Good Appropriations. 
It is worthy of note that until the 
organization of the Upper Mississippi 
River Improvement association, sev­ 
eral years ago. there was no con­ 
certed effort anywhere in the coun­ 
try to better the 
condition of the 
“Father of W aters.” 
The matter of 
congressional appropriation was buf­ 
feted about in the appropriaion com­ 
mittee seemingly with no one active­ 
ly 
inerested in the generl 
propo­ 
sition. 
Harbors w*ere improved and 
states benefitted, but the large sub­ 
ject—the real improvement 
of the 
great waterway—was not given the 
attention which the river towns be­ 
lieved the subject deserved. 
Through the influence of the as­ 
sociation the government has com­ 
pleted a survey of the stream and 
has adopted as the ultimate aim of 
plans now under way the 
mainte­ 
nance at low’ water of a six foot chan­ 
nel. 
Congress has recorded Itself as 
favoring an appropriation 
of $20.- 
000,000 and has actually appropriat­ 
ed 
$2,000,000. 
making 
$500,000 
available annually. 
Through the in­ 
fluence of the association an effort 
is bearing fruit to have this appro­ 
priation increase to $2,500,000 an­ 
nually, which would make it possible 
to complete the work by the time the 
Panama canal is finished within the 
next six or seven years. 
Ways and 
means of securing this appropriation 
is the chief object of the coming con­ 
vention.
